"The determination to make the 
club a factor In the development of 
the city of Madlsonvllle and Hop- 
kins county was the keynote of all 
that was said and <:one at the meet- 
ing Thursday night. A number of 
the leading citizens of the city and 
of Earllngton made speeches warmly 
commending the broad and liberal 
policy of tho promoters of the club, 
and proniltilnK their undivided sup- 
port to the purposes' of the organi- 
sation. 

A atrong board of director! was 
chosen and In Inforjnal meeting of 
this board waa held after the ad- 
journment of the meeting, and sever- 
al matters were dlacussed. A meet- 
ing of this board was called for Mon- 
day night of this week at the Hotel 
Madison for the purpose of electing 
the officers of the club, and appoint- 
ing committee!. Plans for spread- 
ing the work and mapping out a 
rnmpnlen for the betterment of the 
countv will be made at this meeting. 
The constitution provide! that the 
officers of the eluh must be elected 
from the membership of the board of 
directors, with the exception of the 
lecretary, who may be any one se- 
lected by tho board.

COAL MINE 
ACCIDENTS 

Decrease in Fatalities January 
and February as Com- 
pared with 1912 

GIVES HOPE THAT THIS 

YEARS RECORD MAY BE BETTER 



Washington, D. 0. Mav, 12.— 
According to the figures eom- 
pi ed hv I he Bureitii of Mines 
there were 218 men k lied in 
and Hbou' the coal mines (if the 
Umtef S Htes in January and 197 
111 February, 1913, a total of 410 
in the first two month of the 
year. This statement does Dot 
includo fatalities in Kentucky, 
(i.'nriMa, California, and Oregon. 
Excluding the<e> fotirS ates there 
were 248 men klledin January 
■in l 207 In February, 1912 a total 
of 460. or 40 more than were 
k'lled dariox th* fill two months 
of this year. The record for Jan- 
uary and February, 1918, there- 
fore gives rise to the hupe that 
the f italitv rate- for the current 
y>nr may ho even lower than 
those for 1912, when the death 
rate per million tons of coal min- 
ed (4.29) was the lowest ever re- 
corded for this country, and the 
lea'h rate per 1,000 m°n employ- 
ed (3.15) was the lowest since 
1899. 

In the compilation of monthly 
statistics of coal-mine fatalities 
in the United States, the Bureau 
of Mines ii indebted for the rec- 
ord of fatalities to the State 
mine inspectors. In Kentucky, 
the operators are allowed by law 
a ueno I sf 00 days to makerepo ts 
of fatal BMldtnta to the State 
mine inspector, »n 1 accordingly, 
statistics foi this S'ate are not 
yet available. Statistics for Ci' 
iforni.i, (j^orv'i a, and Oregon 
are not included in this report, 
as these State-i have uo system 
of coal-mine inspec'on and it is 
impracticable for tl)i« bureau to 
obtain monthly report* from I lie 
operators. The total coal produc 
tiou of the thiee Btattl named 
amounts to less than one twen- 
tieth of 1 per cent of the entire 
out |<ut of the country, and the 
fatalities in their coal mines are 
few, only five men being killed 
in 1912. So far as comparative 
monthly statistics are concerned, 
therefore, California, Georgia, 
and Oregon may be disregarded. 

The bureau recoguizes that the 
improvement made in miue 
safety conditions during the last 
few years has been brought about 
largely by more efficient mine 
inspection on the part of the S ate 
mine inspectors throughout the 
country, suplemented by greater 
care on the part of the miuers 
and operators. Whether the re 
duction iu the loss of life shown 
by the record for Jauuary and 
February, 1913, will be continued 
throughout the year depends to 
a great extent on the strict ad 
herence on the part of the opera- 
tors: and miuers to the rules aim 
recommendatious of the miue in 
spectors and to the exercise of 
due caution by the miners to 
avoid unnecessary rbks.

The triumphant exultation of tho 
leader! of the Aoti-8aloon league 
over the enactment of the Webb law 
Is manlfeat in many directions. 

An active worker and prominent 
Kentucky member of the league, 
when recently asked concerning the 
effect of the law, made the following 
statement: 

••We hope for great and good re- 
sults from the Webb law, and we in- 
teud to see that It is enforced. 

•'It Is not so much the bootlegger 
and blind-tiger peddler that we were 
after when we asked congress to 
pass the Webb law. The local state 
authorities can always get after 
them, but what we want is some 
means of stopping shipments for 
personal use. 

"What is the use of our going to 
the effort and expense of voting a 
county or state dry if every man In 
such territory can order and get liq- 
uor shipped to him for his own use 
and the use of his friends and family? 
It is this practice that we intend to 
break up. 

"Where a territory is voted dry wo 
intend it shall be really dry. 

"We demanded of congress and se- 
cured the passage of the Webb law- 
after yeara of effort, and we have no 
intention of letting a stream of whis- 
ky flow Into dry territory protected 
bv the excase of a right to get the 
stuff for personal use. 

It is this very personal use traffic 
which we intend to stop. 

"If the country is to be taught tem- 
perance by our efforts, this shipping 
of liquor to the homes muatbe stopp- 
ed. This is the logical attitu J e of the 
Anti-Saloon league. 

'•Having, as we claim, the right to 
secure the regulation of the people 
lu their personal habits, so far as the 
use of liquor is concerned— not only 
iu public, but in their homes— we 
will seek to uBe the strong arm of 
the law in enforcing our plans. 

"To this end efforts are being made 
to have enacted in all the states laws 
similar M the Kentucky statute 
which pmhlbitsexpress and railroad 
companies from carrying liquor from 
■ 'wet' f.< uuty to a 'dry' countv for 
personal use. 

"There will be-real prohibition 
when a man can not get a quart of 
liquor shipped to him for his house- 
hold use, but it is surelr coming, 
and the people of Kentucky and 
the rest of the country may as well 
prepare to welcome the day."

Several months at:o rumors 
reached the Bure m or Miues that 
iuOohrado there had beau an in- 
creased demand for earnotiie,t he 
radium carrying ore, and that 
this ore was beu.g shipped abroad 
in considerable quantity. I f was 
alto reported that the Europeans 
were insisting upon onlvthe high 
est grades of these ores and I bat 
a great amount of lower grade 
ores wa-s practically being vast* 
ad. K B. Moore, an I K. L. Kit 
hil, la charge of the Denver lab- 
ratory of the bureau were request- 
ed to investigate these rumor* 
and they reached the surprising 
conclusiou that while all the ra- 
dium placed upou the maik-t in 
the last few vears had been pro- 
duced in Europe, a large portion 
of this had come from American 
ores. 

In the mining of these caruo 
file ores it is probable that five 
tons of material capable of con- 
ceutrative are thrown upon the 
dump for every ton ih »t finds its 
way to market' To develop 
methods for cou ceu tra lion aj 
these ores and save the valuable 
material now wasted is one of 
the problems before the Bureau 
of Miues with fair prospects of a 
successful conclusion. 

Bitchlbn le, the richest of all 
radiuui-beanug minerals, has 
been found in small quantities in 
Connecticut and in the feldspar 
quarries of North Carolina, l'rac 
tically the total Atnericau output 
ha- come from the mines in 
Qaajrtl Bill, Oil pin county, Col- 
orado. 

1'ractically every ton of ciruo- 
tite mined in 11112 went abroad, 
aud as the American deposits are 
far from being ioexhaustable, we 
are rapidly depleting oar owu re- 
serve aud are shipping from this 
country material of great value 
and of uuknowu pOBaibilities 
which cannot be replaced. The 
value of the radium in this ore at 
the minimum market 
would be |6tt 000.
